Editorials 
THE The fifth annual Board of Pharmacy, were concefried. 


SACRAMENTO wmeetirig of the Cali- 
CONVENTION 


Association, held at Sacramento, May 
16-19, was a SUCCESS IN EVERY 
WAY. It was in fact a howling suc- 
cess. All events, and there were many, 
came off at the exact stroke of the bell. 
There was not a single dull moment 
during the entire convention. 


It had been known for several years | 


that certain differences of opinion ex- 
isted among the ‘pharmacists of Cali- 
fornia, and it was generally con- 
ceded that these differences would be 
threshed out, sifted and adjusted on 
the floor of the convention. Gradu- 
ally, as the time of meéting of the con- 


vention approached, one could, so to 


speak, feel it in the air that matters 
would come to a head at Sacramento. 
While the differences were not con- 
clusively adjusted or arbitrated, we can 
in a measure foresee the final outcome. 
_ The controversial points hinged up- 
on pharmaceutical education and legis- 
lation. The convention was divided 
into two distinct factions—the CON- 


SERVATIVES and the PROGRES- 


SIVES. The former, headed by such 


men as C. B. Whilden, J. H. Flint and 


H. J. Finger, were opposed to the col- 


lege graduation prerequisite and to 


legislative changes embodying higher 
educational requirements to practice 
pharmacy. The latter were headed by 
such men as J. G. Munson, R. E. 
White, A.. L..Leber, W. B. Philip, 
G. H. P. Lichthardt and others, who 
argued in favor of the college gradua- 
tion prerequisite and better pharmacy 
laws. The two factions were prac- 
tically agreed as far as the interchange 
of certificates and placing the adminis- 
tration of the pure drugs act with the 


fornia Pharmaceutical 


A heated discussion was narrowly 
avoided at the opening session, 
when several of the Conservatives 
called for the report of the so-called 
joint deliberations of the Board of 
Pharmacy and the Advisory Commit- 
tee of the C. Ph. A. President Dickin- 
son, by a firm ruling refused presenta- 
tion of this report until Mr. Munson 
was ready with his minority report. 
The storm broke loose at the second 
session, after the reading of the mi- 
nority report by J. G. Munson. The 
majority report, purporting to be the 
approved deliberations of the joint 
committee referred to, was read by 
J. H. Flint. The majority report had 
the approval of the Conservatives, 
whereas the minority report had the 
staunch support of the Progressives. 
The majority report was _ finally 
adopted by a vote of 24 to 16, many 
refusing to take action. 

The difference was again discussed 
at the fourth session, when A. L. 
Leber submitted an outline of a model 
pharmacy law, which was in most re- 
spects similar-to the Alumni Bill (As- 
sembly Bill 906), which was published 
in the March issue of the Pacific Phar- 
maci Leber bill contained less’ 
of detail, and it included the pure drugs 
act, 

The Progressives pushed the fight 
throughout the convention and were 
persistently opposed by the Conserva- 
tives, and, although it appeared that 
the former had the support of the ma- 
jority, both factions were disinclined to 
decide certain questions by a conven- 
tion vote, preferring to refer matters to 
the legislative committee. This strikes 
us as unwise. The majority should de- 
cide; not a committee. After the con- 
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vention has expressed its opinion per 
vote, then the matter can be referred to 
a committee for further action. 

The two factions will perhaps. clash 
once more next year, at the Del Monte 
(Monterey) convention. According to 
the present outlook, the Progressives 
will certainly win out. We sincerely 
hope that the few active Conservatives 
will see the error of their ways before 
the next annual meeting and come into 
the camp of the Progressives, bring- 
ing with them their followers. | 

The Conservatives made a misdi- 
rected effort to control the convention 


by means of a proxy vote.’ This at- 


tempt met with so much open opposi- 
tion that the proponents of this move 
did not even make an appearance when 
the matter came to a vote, and it was 
promptly tabled. 


The minority report by J. G. Mun- 


son, presented verbally, is included in 
the report of the proceedings, which ap- 
pears in this issue. The majority re- 


port, read by J. H. Flint, will appear in — 
full in a subsequent issue. An abstract 
thereof, with Chas. Whilden’s remarks 


in its support, appears in the proceed- 
ings. Leber’s outline of a model phar- 


macy law for California will appear in — 


full, with explanatory comments, in the 
June issue of The Pacific Pharmacist.

quirements are too low; 


7. We are in favor of higher and 


more uniform standards for board 


membership ; 

8. We are in favor of higher and 
more uniform curricula for colleges of 
pharmacy; 


9. We are in favor of weeding out 


‘the inferior colleges of pharmacy and 
shall oppose correspondence courses, 
home reading courses, 
cram courses in pharmacy. As long as 
these are permitted to exist, it will be 
impossible to establish higher and 


quizz and 


more uniform college curricula and 


higher standards of pharmacy; 
10. We shall continue our policy of 


refusing to publish personal criminal 
news. Prosecution of guilty pharma- 
cists is not within the scope of The 
Pacific Pharmacist. If a pharmacist 
has been found guilty of a misde- 
meanor and has been punished, that is 
enough. The Pacific Pharmacist will 
not “rub it in” by publishing names. 
Furthermore, The Pacific Pharmacist

is not in position to ascertain the ex- 
act facts in such cases. 

In conclusion, we wish to state that 
the Editor alone is responsible for the 
ideas advanced in the editorial pages. 
From the comments that have come to 
us directly and indirectly, verbally and 
in writing, we feel that the editorial 
policy followed is meeting with favor- 
able responses. We are by no means 
always right, but we shall most cer- 
tainly stand up for the right as we 
see it and as we feel it.

COLD STORAGE rangue against phar- 
as represented by the college gradua- 
tion prerequisite and better pharma- 
ceutical legislation, display the wis- 
dom of a cold storage egg or a dill 
pickle. One of the most absurd of 
their statements, for it is not an argu- 
ment, is the citation of cases of college 
graduates who know less than non- 
eraduates, or of college graduates who 
made a poorer showing at the Board 


examination than did non-graduates. 


These statements may or may not be 
in accord with actual facts, but they 
most certainly do not prove that 
graduation from a properly equipped 


college of pharmacy is_ undesirable. 


Once in a while, an unfit gets through 


college and is granted the diploma, but 


this is not the rule. It does not apply 
in more than one per cent of the total 
graduates from reputable colleges. 
Of the eighty and more colleges of 
pharmacy in the United States, not 
more than twenty-five or thirty are 
worthy of the name college. ‘The rest 
are perhaps mostly ‘money-making in- 
stitutions, incidentally cramming the 
young mind with board examination 
questions and answers. Another state- 
ment made by the misguided ones is 
that we must not prevent the poor - 
young man, who cannot afford to 
spend the time and money to complete 
a college course, from practicing phar- 
macy. Soul-inspiring mind pictures 
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are conjured up in ungtammatical and 
hay-seedy language of this noble, am- 
bitious young. man who is emulating 
Lincoln, Grant and other great states- 
men, including the shining example 
who is making the statement, by burn- 
ing the midnight oil to prepare himself 
for the board examination in order that 
he may enter upon that noble calling, 
pharmacy. Such statements are en- 
tirely out of harmony with any argu- 
ment whatsoever and are a gross insult 
to the memories of the great men 
named. No young man, no matter how 
ambitious he may be, can prepare him- 
self to practice pharmacy by home 
reading alone, not in a thousand years. 
One cannot learn chemistry, botany, 
pharmacognosy, pill rolling, making 
galenicals, etc., from books only, nor 
can one learn these things from a cor- 


respondence course or from a course 


in a college which does not have the 
necessary laboratory equipment and a 
qualified faculty. Nor can the neces- 
sary information be obtained through 


the so-called drug store experience, for 


the simple reason that the drug store is 
not equipped for such _ instruction, 
neither do the proprietors have the 
time to instruct. Other statements 
made are that “the time is not ripe for 
the prerequisite,” “wait a little longer,” 
“we are not prepared for such a 
change,” etc. We have listened to 
this for twenty years, and if these 


proponents of mummified pharmacy 
were allowed to have their way, we 


could hear these parrot-like reitera- 
tions through all eternity. NOW 1s 


the time, not next year or the next 


century, but RIGHT NOW! 


THE STONE WALI Ignorance is the 
OF IGNORANCE greatest obstacle 


to progress. Ignorance is huge, dense, 
impenetrable; comparable to a high, 
thick stone wall. One is as impres- 
sionable as the other. We may plead, 
argue, reason, cajole, threaten; neither 
the one nor the other is in the least im- 


pressed thereby. The stone wall can 
be removed, can be battered down, can 
be crushed, but not so dense ignor- 
ance. It remains untouched, un- 


moved, grinning, horribly, diabolically, 


fiendishly, inanely, not from a sense of 
opposition, but simply because dense 
ignorance cannot do otherwise. With 
never-changing monotony, ignorance 
says: “It hain’t so,” “I refuse to 
learn,” “I won’t listen.”

A BILL TO On April 6th, Sen- 
ESTABLISH A ator Owen introduced 
OF HEALTH» Senate Bill No. 1, to 
take the place of Sen- 
ate Bill No. 6049. The salient fea- 
tures of this bill are given in Sections 
3, 5 and 9, which we hereby quote: 
Sec. 3. That it be the province and duty 


of the Department of Health to foster and 
promote all matters pertaining to the con- 


‘servation and improvement of the public 


health and to collect and disseminate in- 


formation relating thereto: Provided, That 


this Act shall not be construed as attempt- 
ing to authorize the Department of Health 
to exercise or attempt to exercise, without 
express invitation from the chief executive 
or other proper authority of the State, any 
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function belonging exclusively to such 
State, or to enter any premises in any State 
without the consent of the owner or occu- 
pant thereof; but the Director of Health, on 
request of the chief executive or other 


proper authority of any State, Territory, - 
the. District of Columbia, or. any insular 


possession, may detail for limited periods 
an officer or officers, employee or em- 
ployees, from the Department of Health 
to assist the health authorities of such 
State, Territory, district or insular posses- 
sion in protecting and promoting the health 
of the people of such jurisdiction: And 
provided further, That the Department of 
Health shall recognize no so-called school 
or system of medicine. | 


Sec. 5. That within the of 
Health there shall be the following 
bureaus: (a) Bureau of Sanitary Research; 
(b) Bureau of Child Hygiene; (c) Bureau 
of Vital Statistics and Publications; (d) 
Bureau of Foods and Drugs; (e) Bureau of 
Quarantine; 


-pitals; (h) Bureau. of Personnel and Ac- 
counts. And the 
hereby authorized to arrange and rear- 
range from time to time, with the approval 


of the President, the functions, duties, per- 


sonnel, papers, records and property, and 
the work, resources, and equipment gener- 
ally, coming into the jurisdiction and con- 
trol of the Department of Health by the 
operation of this Act, so as most efficient- 
ly and economically to organize and main- 
tain the several bureaus herein named and 
such divisions and offices thereof as to said

Government as are by this Act or by au- 
thority thereof transferred to the Depart-

ment of Health shall continue, under direc- 
tion of the Director of Health, to have such 
functions, duties and rights as they have 
at the time of such. transfer; and inthe case 
of such bureaus, divisions and other agen- 
cies of the Government as are transferred 
in part only, the part not transferred shall 
continue to have and to exercise all such 
functions, duties and rights, except such as 
specifically relate to the part transferred 
to the Department of Health, in the same 
manner and to the same extent as if no 
such transfer had been made. 


The bill strikes us as a very good 
one in every respect, and we sincerely 
hope it will pass the House and Senate 
without a dissenting vote. There can 
be no doubt in the mind of anyone 
that we need a Department of Health. 

The efficiency of the U. S. Health 
Department will after all depend upon 
the ability, sincerity, good judgment 
and technical qualifications of the men 
who are to look after the public health. 
We sincerely hope that incompetency 
and red tape may never interfere with 
the Department. Only men of the 
highest qualifications should be ap- 


pointed. There are plenty such in the 


United States, some of whom are al- 
ready employed in the Government 
These should, of course, be 
retained and, if necessary, others ad- 
ded. 
The medical profession has been and 
is strongly in favor of a Health De- 
partment, likewise are the leading au- 
thorities on public health and hygiene. 
The opponents to such a department 
belong to the class of unthinking kick- 
country editors, long-haired 
fakirs and anti- medicine fanatics. ] 

Every pharmaceutical journal in 
the land should exert every influence 
in favor of a National Public Health 
Department. Pharmacists have, or 
should have, as much, if not more, in- 
terest in the conservation of the public - 


health resources as the physicians.

I was appointed Chairman of the Legisla- 


Mr. Munson spoke as fol- 


tive Committee to further the interests of - 


the pharmacists and to see that our phar- 
macy laws were made on a higher plane. 
I say this for the reason that the recom- 
mendation of A. L. Leber, our Past Presi- 
dent, were such, and I was acting in the 
interests of these recommendations. | 
The Advisory Committee held two con- 
ferences with the State Board of Phar- 
macy to advance the pharmacy laws, that 
being the object of the Advisory Commit- 
tee of which I was chairman. Several 
amendments were: adopted to the present 
pharmacy law. We met again, and a few 
more amendments were adopted, and it was 
stated that this meeting was final; that 
there would be no further joint meetings. 
But I told the members of the Board and 
members of the Advisory Committee that I 
would like to call a meeting of the Alumni 
Association of the California College of 
Pharmacy, to see what they had to say on 
pharmacy laws. This meeting was held, 


and we formulated some amendments to 


the pharmacy law, but the Board of Phar- 
macy and the majority of the Advisory 
Committee did not want to consider these 
amendments. The Alumni Association con- 
tinued active and finally succeeded in pro- 


ducing a law which was introduced into the | 


Legislature by myself and Attorney Pidwell, 
known as Assembly Bill No. 906. No. 906 
was a bill which called for higher phar- 
macy, from A to Z. This bill, after it was 
introduced was cut to pieces by the drug- 
gists of the State of California at a meet- 
ing at Hotel Sacramento. 
sale drug house had a representative at that 
meeting; also retail druggists from the 
South and from other parts of California: 
They got busy and cut out all the pre- 
‘requisite part of our alumni bill and also 
cut out the interchange of certificates. 

The amendments to No. 906 were so 
many that when we presented the emascu- 
lated bill to Assemblyman Bohnet, he said: 
“You will have to introduce a new bill.” 
This was done in No. 1044. This bill was 
introduced into the assembly and referred 
to Committee on Medical and Dental Laws. 
They killed the bill, Why? We don't 
know. It was smothered in that commit- 
tee. However, this bill was introduced by 


the wholesale druggists of the State of 


Every whole- 


California, and from the letters that I have 
received from the retail druggists, also by a 
majority of the retail druggists of the State 
of California. It was a good bill, gentle- 
men, or surely the wholesalers and retailers 
would not have endorsed it. Furthermore, 
it was a good bill for the reason that the 
California College of Pharmacy and also 
the College of Pharmacy of the University 
of Southern California endorsed it. 
A copy of the law was mailed to these 
institutions, the directors of these colleges 
held meetings, and passed resolutions en- 
dorsing the law. 
Now, ladies and gentlemen of the assem- 
bly, I have simply made these statements 
to you to show you that I was not alone in 
trying to improve the conditions of phar- 
macy in the State of California. I don’t 
see why this bill was smothered in the 
committee. That is something I was never 
able to find out, and I was very particular 


about these matters, for I spent five weeks 


of my time from my place of business look- 


ing after the different pharmacy bills. — 


The amendments that were recommended 
by the State Board of Pharmacy, to which 
the majority of the Legislative Committee 
were in favor, were placed in the hands of 
Mr. Malone of the Senate, who introduced 
them. These amendments were referred to 
the Committee on Public Health and Quar- 
antine, of which Mr. Regan was chairman. 
They were held in committee for ten days 
or more. We couldn’t get them out of com- 
mittee. However, they were finally allowed 
to pass this committee with recommenda- 
tion “to pass.” The bill came to a vote in 
the Senate and was voted through all right. 


Then the bill went to the Assembly, but 


before it got to the Assembly it was re-— 
ferred to Committee on Medical and Dental 
Laws. This committee was pretty well 
posted on pharmacy laws by this time, and 
they concluded that they would add a few 
amendments to the amendments of the 
Board that had already passed through the 
Senate, and these amendments, one of them 
in particular, were recommended to the 
Medical and Dental Committee by the State 
Controller. The Committee on Medical 
and Dental Laws went to the State Con- 
troller’s office to look up the records, and 
they found that there were no itemized ac-_ 
counts of the moneys spent by the Board of 
Pharmacy. Furthermore it recommended 
that all the moneys of the State Board of 
Pharmacy should be paid out by warrant on 
Board of Pharmacy. The present law gives 
the Board of Pharmacy the right to handle 
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their own money, that is to have their own 
treasury, they issuing checks and warrants 
on the treasury. But what the money is 
paid out for is never made known to the 
State Controller. 

After these amendments were placed on 
the amendments of the Board of Pharmacy 
and the Legislative Committee and recom- 
mended “to pass” through the Assembly, 
the Board of Pharmacy got busy and they 
succeeded in defeating their own amend- 
ments and the amendments made by the 
Medical and Dental Committee, after they 
had promised the druggists belonging to 
the C. Ph. A. that they would fight them 
through. 


_ The bill came up for passage. The Board 
of Pharmacy delayed matters as much as 


they could. The day before the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature, in order to put it 


off another day, in order to have it pigeon- 
holed, one of the Assemblymen got up and

-First—That those obtaining their contifi- 
cates by examination will be pharmacists of 
the first class, while those who acquire 
them without examination will be pharma- 
cists of the second class. 

second—That graduates in pharmacy 
may take the Board of Pharmacy examina- 
tion after four years’ practical experience, 
time spent in college being allowed, while 
non-graduates will still have to show five 
years’ jractical experience. 

Third—It provides for revocation and 
restoration of licenses for unprofessional 
conduct, habitual intemperance or addic- 
tion to the use of narcotic or habit-forming 
drugs; the payment of commissions to 
physicians for prescriptions is defined in 
the bill as unprofessional conduct. 

Fourth—Applicants for temporary certi- 


cate, to show their good faith, must file 


their applications for the regular examina- 

tions at the time they take out the tempo- 

rary certificate.

joint conference, attended the sessions, de- 


liberated with us and when the final vote 
was taken on the finality of the action of 
the joint conference, Mr. Munson made no 
objection to any action that was taken, and 
the impression was that we were unani- 


mously in favor of the bills that were to be |

That resignation was of no effect be- 
cause it was not accepted, and Mr. Mun- 
son continued to act in the capacity which 
he had been appointed by the Association, 
and comes today to make a report.

I have the highest respect in 
the world for the Alumni of California 
College of Pharmacy to draft whatever bills 
they please. But Mr. Munson was not ap- 
pointed by the Alumni Association to meet 
with the joint conference, he was appoint- 
ed by the C. Ph. A., and after agreeing 
on bills that were there drafted, why should 
he confer with the Alumni Association? 

He emphasized very forcibly here on 
several. occasions that the wholesalers were 
back of his bills. The wholesalers were 
on their way to Sacramento to appear be- 
fore the Board of Health relative to the 
investigations and prosecutions which were 
occurring in the Pure Drugs Act. As a 
coincidence they came from San Francisco 
to Sacramento with Mr. Munson, and he > 
took advantage of the opportunity to con- 
fer with them and when they got to Sacra- 
mento, he got them to back him up. 


And when he ‘came from the conference 


with the wholesalers, No. 906 was torn all 
to pieces and had to be changed and a 
new bill introduced, known as No. 1044. 

Now Mr. Munson speaks about the en- 
dorsements of the California College of 
That, is all right. 
They have the same privileges: to intro- 
duce bills as the Alumni. It is true that 
Prof. Green did sign this endorsement, be- 
cause he was secretary, and in his official 
capacity had to sign it. But Prof. Green 
signed the report of this majority commit- 
tee of the Legislative Committee, and we 
all know Prof. Green too well to think that 
he would sign this report and sign another 
which was diametrically opposed. 

Mr. Munson speaks of holding No.

Mr. Munson said on this floor that the 
bills presented by him were the Alumni 
bills. They were introduced early in the 
legislative session. I have in my hand here 
a post card dated January 13, 1911, sent 
out by Mr. Munson, requesting funds for 
legislative purposes from the members of 
C. Ph. A. If those were Alumni bills, why 
does Mr. Munson take advantage of his 
office to solicit funds by authority of this 
Association, to enact bills which he says 
were Alumni bills? . 

All of us were unanimous, I balbive: that

A. Schneider—With regard to the at- 
titude of The Pacific Pharmacist. This 
journal is pledged to further the work 
of the late Professor Searby, who is our 
leader in pharmaceutical progress, pro- 
fessionally, educationally and legally. 
Since Professor Searby’s death, I have 
been appointed editor of the journal 


and have continued the same attitude. 


With regard to the reason why the re-

R. A. Leet—I believe that bliin is 
before us a very grave question for 
consideration. It is wrong that the 
State Board of Health should ad- 
minister the Pure Drugs Act. That 
was the principal thing that the Legis- 
lative Committee was charged with 
seeing through. I think, in view of the 
fact that the instructions of this body 
at the last session were not carried out, 
it is our duty to adopt the majority 
report. 

An amendment was hereupon made 
by motion to the original motion, that 
the majority report be adopted.

Albert Schneider, stating that he had 
not had time to prepare a paper, and 


delivered the following remarks on 
“Pharmacy as a Profession” : 


The pharmacists of the State of Calific. 


nia are sufficiently acquainted with me per- 


sonally and through The Pacific Pharmacist 
to know my attitude with regard to phar- 
macy as a profession. Whatever phar- 
macy may be, it certainly has a professional 


side. The professional side has been too 


much neglected and the time is rapidly 
approaching when the professional side will 


receive a little more attention. Three 
states have already taken a step forward— 
New York, Pennsylvania and Rhode Island > 


—in that they require graduation from a 
reputable college in order to be entitled to 


take State board examinations and to prac- — 


tice pharmacy. That is the first step neces- 
sary to advance pharmacy. You cannot 
possibly speak of a profession of pharmacy 
as long as you do not have any professional 
requirements. You cannot study a pro- 


fession, become a professional man by pore- 


ing over a few books for a few evenings 
each month, or by taking a correspondence 
course, or a cram quiz course, in order to 
prepare for a State board examination. My 


idea of a State board examination is that 


the board should have the final say as to 
who shall practice, but they should also 
insist on such qualifications as will place 
pharmacy on such a plane as to be worthy 
of professional recognition. The matter 
has been quite thoroughly gone over ‘from 
time to time. Some of the states have 
already taken their position, others are fol- 
lowing. Illinois had a measure before the 
last Legislature incorporating the gradua- 
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tion prerequisite. It was defeated. Thanks 
to the Western Druggist, one of the three 
publications openly opposed to the college 
graduation prerequisite, the other two be- 
ing the Pharmaceutical Era and The Prac- 
tical Druggist. 

Those three journals are lee opposed 
to the college graduation prerequisite. It 
is rather a peculiar coincidence that those 
three journals are maintaining correspon- 
dence courses, so that, in spite of their 
open opposition to the college prerequisite, 
they seem to have some appreciation for 
pharmaceutical education, even though the 


quality be poor. 


I think that if it was made clear to. these 
prejudiced parties that the correspondence 
courses are entirely unsuitable, they would 
give up their efforts in opposing the pro- 
gressive movement that is bound to come. 

One word more before I surrender the 
floor. In 1915 we are going to have the 
Panama Exposition, and I feel that the 
State Association, Alumni Association and 
other interested parties, should take a very 
active part in arranging a most excellent 
pharmaceutical program for that occasion. 
The national body should meet here then. 
Of course, also, the State Association, and 
perhaps an _ international pharmaceutical 
congress. We should also have a drug 


exhibit of international scope. When our 


friends from the Eastern states and from 
the European countries come here, we 
should be in position to make it clear to 
them that we are progressive, that we have 
one of the most progressive pharmacy laws 
in the United States, and we should from 
now on bend every effort towards securing 
such advance along professional lines. 

The profession of medicine, as represen- 
ted by Harvard University and Johns Hop- 
kins University, means university gradua- 
tion as the preliminary to enter, that means 
four years of high school and four years 
university work, then four years of pro- 
fessional work on top of that. The aver- 
age of the medical colleges in the United 
States demand high school graduation and 
four years of professional work. Most of | 
the leading colleges demand high school 
graduation, two years of university work 
and four years of professional study for 
graduation. 

Now, I think you will readily understand 
that a man who has spent that time towards 
attaining professional knowledge is entitled 
to some professional recognition, to the 
same recognition as a man of mental at- 
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tainments. The reason why pharmacists 
are not recognized as professional men is 
because of the low educational requirements. 
Let us raise these requirements.

G. H. P. Lichthardt— 


Various papers have always caused con- 
siderable discussion, and I was rather sur- 
prised that some one didn’t start a discus- 
sion on the idea of a laboratory in the 
pharmacy. I think the sooner we perform 


the simple tests of the Pharmacopoeia the 
sooner we will have control of the Pure . 


Food and Drugs Act, because the talk of 
the people who have control of it is: How 
many druggists in the State are qualified to 
do it any better than we are? That puts 
it to you pretty hard. I cite this case of 
a druggist I know: Biull Jones has been 
prosecuted for, selling alum with an am- 
monia adulterant, and he doesn’t know how 
this occurred. He said to me: “Licht- 
-hardt, how did the ammonia get into the 
alum?” It is a pretty good thing to know 
that the carbonate of magnesia that we use 


is strictly U. S. P.. Of course it takes a 
‘little time and extra money to learn how. 


to do this, but that is whére your money 
is going to be made. 
that you are qualified to do this kind of 
‘work, and that what you say you know 
is right and not depend wholly upon the 
wholesaler who will send you, for instance, 
cantharides and find that it is Chinese blis- 
tering beetle. It is not very difficult to 
find adulterants, whether in a. drug, lye or 
anything else.

It 
is wrong to allow young apprentices to 
sit around in the store, doing mere manual 
labor, and then say that he has had one 
year’s experience in the drug business. I 
think we should give these apprentices some 
laboratory instruction. 


P. Lichthardt— 


I think the advertisements that appear 
in the newspapers and that do the most 
harm are the so called “beauty hints” 


marvelous beautifiers, perhaps composed of 


Epsom Salts, colored pink, four ounces for 
75 cents. There is a whole list of them. 
If anybody insists 


point to ask the party, usually a woman, 


if she knows what she is going to use. 


Invariably she replies that it is some simple 
remedy that is carried in a drug store. 
When she is enlightened as to the real 
nature of what she asks for, she says: 
“Have you got something just as good?” 
My reply is: “No, madam, I have a num- 
ber of preparations. I cannot tell you 
whether they are just as good or better.” 
Mr. Leet’s paper touches on the liquor 
business. We fight shy of that business, 
and I think the sooner the retail pharma- 
cists draw away from the liquor business, . 
the more respect they will create for phar-— 
Never put a bottle of fire water 
in your window. Don’t have it on the 
counter where anybody can see it. We 
are paying a pretty high liquor license in 
Sacramento and the idea seems to be to 
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sell enough liquor to pay the license. East- 
ern drug stores have brought great dis- 
grace to the profession by selling liquor. 
We are really responsible for much of the 
public criticism inflicted upon us. Sub- 
stitution can be lived down by doing away 
with it ourselves. Counter prescribing is 
another bad proposition. I made up my 
mind that I would never counter prescribe, 
not even for my own father. 


Mr. Leet— 


We have had a great deal of trouble 
with the liquor question in Oakland. Some 
of the drug stores made so much profit out 
of it that the liquor dealers began to kick. 
There was more liquor going through some 
of the drug stores than through the liquor 
houses. Nine years ago the sale of liquor 
that was objectionable in Oakland was in 
large sized packages. We framed a law

C. B. Whilden—No fund that you 
could raise, five dollars per member, 
would be sufficient to defend any great 
number of prosecutions. You will find 
that your funds will be exhausted very 
rapidly. 

B. hs Baldwin—It would just be suf- 
ficient to save the druggists coming 
from such distant points as San Diego, 
etc., to Sacramento. 

G. H. P. Lichthardt—Last year a 


committee on Scientific Technicalities 
was appointed. Very often cases come 
up before the Board of Health where a 


little technical knowledge is a good 


thing, and I believe it would be a good 


idea to have this committee on Scien-

I differ with Mr. Munson in many re- 


spects. There is only one point I am 
going to bring up, that of college prerequi- 
site. There are many who believe that 


college prerequisite should be an absolute 
necessity for taking the State Board exam- 


inations. Being a graduate of a college 
of pharmacy, I am in position to take the 


other side of the story. My idea is not to 


oppose college education. On the con- 
trary I always. advocate it where I can. 
Let a young man go to college and get all 
the advantages of a college course if he 
can. But I have seen a great many young 
men who came before the board who have 
not been able to attend a college who have 
been exceptionally bright men, who have 
burnt the midnight oil at home, applied 
themselves to their books, and have been 


able to pass examinations a credit to any 
college graduate. 


I believe it is a prin- 
cipal againts democracy to prevent a young 


If Stockton misses it next 


man who is ambitious from: attending the 
examination at the State Board if he has 
the ability to pass the examinations. The 
question is not “How he got it?” but “Has 
he got it?” Make your board examinations 
just as high as you like. Make your re- 
quirements as high as you like. Let it be 
an examination in analytical chemistry or 
in the higher branches. Go as high as you 
like in the board examinations if you want 
to, but if a young man who wants to apply 
for that examination can acquire the knowl- 
edge to pass it without going to a college 
of pharmacy, I do not see why he should: 
be restrained from taking the examination 
simply because he was not a graduate. 
Fifty years ago there. was a crisis in this 
country. They needed a man at the helm. 
Did they go to a college graduate? No. 

They went to a man who burnt the night 
torch, Abraham Lincoln; another man in 
our American history, J. A. Garfield, who 
obtained his education not in. a college, 
but driving a mule along a path. Etc., ete. 


G. H. P. Lichthardt— : 


I am glad to know that Mr. Whilden his 
remembered his speech that he gave us be- 


fore the Public Health and Quarantine Com- 


mittee (California Legislature). I have 


been waiting to hear from Prof. Flint, but 


I’d just as leave debate against Mr. Whil- 
den. This State, I believe, does not allow | 
a man to doctor your sick cow without 
being a professional man, but he will allow 
a man to dispense strychnine upon an ex- 
amination that he passed before the State 
Board of Pharmacy. I can take a quiz 
compend, or anybody else can with a half 
bright mind, and almost pick out the ques- 
tions that will be asked. I believe with 
Mr. Whilden this far, that the requirements 
of the State Board of Pharmacy should 
be just the same as the examinations that 
the college graduate has to pass. I know 
just as many boys as Mr. Whilden who 
have passed the board examinations who 
could not go to college. I know boys 
who have gone without decent clothing and 
have sacrificed much to get an education. 
Are you going to keep those boys down 
because they were more ambitious? I be- 
lieve a distinction should be made. Either 
make them both take the same examina- 
tion or classify the graduate in pharmacy 
somewhat as in the old law. . 


B. Philip— 


I know of men who would have gone 
to college but were prevented from doing 
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so because they could get their license 
without a college education, and to this day 
they are regretting it. A young man told 
me before I came here: “I want you to 
work for the prerequisite. Few know bet- 
ter than I what the loss of a proper edu- 
cation means. I was getting $75 a month 
and I was raised $100 to prevent me from 
going to college, and it was the mistake 
of my life.” I know of another young 
man who is wealthy, who would now give 
his fortune if he could have gone to col- 
lege, and the only thing that prevented 
him from going to college was the fact that 
he did not have to. I have- employed 
graduates who could not pass the State 
Board who were competent in every way. 
I have had those who passed the State 
Board whom I would not trust in my store 
for one hour. Are we, as a State Asso- 


_ ciation, going to say that we as pharmacists | 


do not need to raise Our standards? Is 
not every other profession raising theirs? 
I know there are lots of good pharmacists 
and brainy men whom we love like Lin- 


-coln, who were not men of education, but | 
for every one that you can mention, we 


can mention from ten to twenty we are 
equally ‘proud of who are college men.

A. Schneider— 

Referring to Munson’s paper, I teal that the 
suggestion made that the syllabus adopted 
by the National Board of Pharmacy should 
be the guide for the California State Board 
examinations is a most excellent one. I 


believe that perhaps the majority of the. 


boards holding membership in the National 
Association of Boards have already adop- 
ted the syllabus. Many of the colleges, 


perhaps the majority represented in the 
American Conference of . Pharmaceutical 
Faculties, have. adopted it as a guide in 
establishing curricula of studies. 

A profession can never be obtained by 
correspondence and by reading alone. That 
is why I am in favor of college education. 


You cannot teach pill rolling and making 


of tinctures and extracts by correspondence. 
You can get much out of home reading, 


but it is impossible to become a chemist 
by this route. Think of teaching a man - 


to amputate a leg by correspondence. To 


bring up those eminent statesmen like 


Lincoln, Grant, Garfield and others, who at- 
tained a high mark without a college train- 
ing, is riduculous, as the proposition is en- 
tirely different. The California Board of 
Pharmacy is for some reason a unit on 
this subject. We who are in favor of 
higher pharmacy could never get together 


with them on the subject. It is no use to 


try to work together. 

I. Beck— 

Personally speaking, I can see the time 
ahead when pharmacy will take an ad- 
vance from year to year and the man who 


will sit down at night at a correspondence 


course will not be able to cope with ques- 


‘tions that arise from year to year. Eight | 


years ago a man was able to take a course 
in medicine in two years. Today it is six 


years, because the advance in medicine has © 


been so rapid that it was impossible for 
a man to cover the subject of medicine 
in two years time. Within the next two 
years the advance in pharmacy will be so 


great-that I can see the time when it will | 


be absolutely necessary to take a course 


in a college of pharmacy. And I know that- 
the State Board of Pharmacy will be the 


first board to advise the young man to go 
ahead and take a course, because the pro- 
gress. in pharmacy will be so rapid, es- 
pecially in analytical work, that it will be 
compulsory to take a course in pharmacy 
in order to be up to date. 


J. A. Sanford— 


When I dwelt on correspondence courses 


as satisfactory, I intended also to state that 
these must be used in conjunction with 


practical experience. 


G. H. P. Lichthardt— 


I wish to call Mr. Sanford’s attention 
to the fact that no university in the United 
States gives the same credit upon corre- 
spondence school as they do upon atten- 
dance. I believe in allowing these men 
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for the present to pass the State Board ex- 
amination, but don’t give them the same 
credit as the man who is a college graduate. 
Make the licentiate in pharmacy take the 
same examination as the graduate in phar- 
macy, so that they will both be on the same 
plane, or make a distinction between them. 
Otherwise it is not just or right. 


Paper: “A New Pharmacy Law,” by 
A. L: Leber: 


I believe that my paper should be given 
careful consideration for a year or so, so 


_ that we will be prepared to amend or change 


any one section that I have offered here, 
and then we will know where we are 
at, what we want and what we are going 
to get at next Legislature. I request that 
it be published in the official organ for the 
members to consider and digest during the 
year. [Reading of entire pharmacy law with 
suggested changes, etc., by A. L. Leber.] 


I. would like to offer this paper for 


criticism, and if we will take the thing 
home, study it and digest it, and come to 
our next meeting prepared to present some- 
thing more tangible. 


Gi Hi: P. Lichthardt— 


I move that this paper be referred to the 
Legislative Committee and published in the 
official organ of the Association, so that we 
can all discuss this thing and come up at the 
next meeting, and we can get together, and 
we will put it in the Legislature and put 
it through. Seconded by C. B. Whilden 
and carried. 

Committee on. Publication (A. 
Leber, chairman) : 

At the last session of the Association 


there was a Committee of Publication, con-— 


sisting of J. H. Dawson, F. W. Nish and 


myself, the chairman. The amendment | 


passed at the last meeting was that the en- 
tire proceedings and papers be published 
in the official organ. Now, that meant con- 


siderable. We held a meeting shortly after 


the convention to arrange for the publica- 
tion, and we agreed that the papers should 
be published only so many each month, as 
the Association has but $150 in the treasury 
and we did not want to run the Association 


‘in debt; that The Pacific Pharmacist should 
be paid extra typesetting, forms, etc., to 


get out extra edition of the proceedings, 
and enough to be published to use up the 
money. At the eleventh hour the secretary 
took it upon himself to publish the entire 
proceedings, with. the result that the Asso- 


ciation was run in debt in the sum of $150. 
Prof. Nish and I knew nothing about it 
until after it was all over. We only au- 


thorized the expenditure of the money on 
hand. 


A. Schneider— 


The action taken by the Association was 
that the proceedings should be published 
in full in one issue, and at the last moment 
I was in a quandary. If I only published 
part of the proceedings I would be dis- 
obeying the ruling of the entire Association, 
and finally decided to publish the pro; 
ceedings in full and take a chance on get- 
ting the money. We were obliged to stand 
off the printers for six months. The entire 
amount has now been paid, and I will have 
on hand to turn over to the new treasurer 


about $150. 

President—Mr. Leber, does your 
committee sanction the action of the 
Secretary | 

A. L. Leber—As long as the associa- 
tion has not been run in debt, we are 
satisfied with his action. 


G. P. Lichthardt— 


I would like to see some one put in a 
resolution here that the members should 
vote upon matters of this kind, somewhat 
after the election of officers in the Ameri- 


can Chemical Society and the American 


Pharmaceutical Association. That blanks 
be sent out and addressed envelopes to the 
members so that a secret vote could be 

had on these things. It would be a good 
idea to have a vote of this kind next De- 
cember to get the expression of all of the 
druggists who are interested in these laws. 
The few hundred here do not represent the 
whole State. 


President—I suggest that: this be 
covered by an amendment to the By- 
Laws. 

Committee. on Inter-Insurance: I. 
Tobriner read the following report: 

Your Committee on Insurance beg leave 
to report that the subject is of such mag- 
nitude, that the cursory investigation which 
we have been able to give the question does 
not justify us to recommend any definite 
action. 
We deem the plans of the Harlow 
Company which have been presented to the 
committee and the convention worthy of 
additional investigation by the Association 
as well as by individual members. 
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Youur committee does not feel authorized 
to recommend any particular plan of in- 
surance for endorsement by the Associa- 
tion. 

We would, however, recommend that in 
case the Association adopt any plan or 
plans of insurance, such plans would carry 
a standard form in all policies. This form 
should read alike, covering every phase of 
the risk on stock as well as fixtures.

Paper: “Biologics, ” by Fred I. Lack- 


enbach. 


Mr. Lackenbach delivered a very in- 
teresting and valuable discourse on this 
subject. He spoke as follows: 


We all know that biological products are 
kept in drug stores and perhaps some of you 
wonder what connection there is between bio- 
logical products and pharmacy. Very often 
the products are put to one side and very sel- 


dom thought of unless there is a sudden emer- 


gency call. But biological products, and by 
that I mean, products that are determined as 
the result of biological processes. The funda- 


‘mental principle of the production of biologics 


is the science of bacteriology. If it were not 
for the development of bacteriology, the pro- 
duction of biologics on a commercial scale 
would not exist. The processes in the develop- 
ment of biologics are essentially pharmaceu- 
tical. [Gave illustrations, with special refer- 


ence to tuberculin preparations, etc.] Large 
pharmaceutical houses have undertaken the 


production of biologics by simply adding to 
their equipment the necessary ee para- 
phernalia. 

I want to speak particularly isa the rela- 
tion of biologics to your prescription business. 
Very few realize what an extremely important 
side line this is to your pharmacy. Physicians 


- are paying a great deal of attention to bacterio- 


logical products. There are quite a number of 
them now on the market. These offer a scien- 
tific basis for the administration of certain 
things that they get more satisfaction out of 
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than out of the administration of the ordinary 
drugs. I do not mean to say that these prod- 
ucts will supplant other drugs. 

In looking after the stocks around the Bay 
the druggists give very little attention to their 
biologic business. They don’t take the pains 
to learn anything about it. 
a sort of necessary evil, and don’t care to 
bother with it. This means that the doctor 
will go direct to the bacteriological laboratory, 


and take that business away from the druggist 


These laboratories would rather do business 

with the druggists than with the physicians. 
There is a very large and excellent profit 

in handling biologics. In case of tuberculin 


and antitoxin, the purchases are very high, 


and the druggists take no risk in handling the 
goods. Handling biological products gives an 
up-to-date atmosphere to the prescription de- 
partment. It is unfortunate that the druggist 


cannot learn:at first hand the processes of pre-- 


paring: the various biological products. But, 
situated as we are here in the West, we have 
a bacteriological laboratory, in fact, we have 
the best bacteriological laboratory, where they 
do an exceptionally heavy business, in this 
country. It produces the highest grade of anti- 
toxin. They have the bést workroom of any 
laboratory in this country. Anybody who will 
go to the laboratory can learn the processes of 
manufacture of the various products. 


K. B. Bowerman— 


I want to supplement Mr. Lackenbach’s re- 


marks with the statement that our stores have 
made a feature of biologics. We carry an 
extensive line, in fact tverything that is pro- 
duced in the biological line, and I am free to 
confess that it is a help to my business, and 


can testify that it does give a better standing 


with the physician. If you wish to be up to 
date in anything, keep a big stock of biologics; : 


see that they are kept fresh, and do not let 


them get out of date, and your physician then 
_knows that he can depend upon you to supply 
him with those things which he needs. 


H. P. Lichthardt—. 


A bill was up in the Legislature of this 
State which required pharmacists when they 
sold antitoxin to give a report giving the name 
of the physician, the number of the package, 
the kind of antitoxin, the maker’s name, the 
patient to whom it was sent; which report was 
to be sent to the local Board of Health. This 
bill was introduced because of the. fact that in 
several instances the doctors failed to report 
the cases of diphtheria to the Board of Health 
and failed to establish a quarantine. Nine peo- 
ple contracted diphtheria from the unquaran- 
tined case. I think it was a very good bill, and 
should have been backed by every pharmacist. 


They think it is — 


K. B. Bowerman— 


In San Francisco the pharmacist keeps a 
stock of tubes on hand, which the Board of 
Health supplies gratis. In a suspected case of 
diphtheria your physician gets one of the tubes 
from you and one of the swabs. He takes 
the swab from the patient’s throat, the culture 
is made by the Board of Health, and then a 
report is turned in to the Board of Health. 
The pharmacist should require the physician 
to register every suspected case when he re- 
ceives the tube. That gives the Board of 


Health a record of cases of diphtheria that are 
suspected. 


G. H. P. Lichthardt— | 


We have that system here in Sacramento. 


F. I. Lackenbach— 


In regard to Government control of bio- 
logics: The veterinary products are not under 
Government inspection, and the Government 
regulations apply only to interstate commerce. 
But the Government controls all laboratories 
of biologics in the country. There is only one 
licensed laboratory west of Detroit, Michigan, — 
located in Berkeley. Very recently the Gov- 
ernment has required that small-pox vaccines _ 
have an expiration date. The laboratories are 
now also dating their tuberculins.

Address: Prof. M. E. Jaffa, Director 
of the State Pure Food and Drugs 
Laboratory, spoke as follows on the 
“Administration of Pure Drugs Act” 


‘I have not prepared a paper, because I was 
under the impression that the convention was 
to end last night, and therefore did not know 
I would have an opportunity to address you, 
until I found it possible to be here in Sacra- 
mento today, in attendance at Board of Health 
meeting. But at the same time I am glad to 
meet with the druggists of the California Phar- 
maceutical Association, because we want to 
co-operate one with the other, and without 


such co-operation we cannot get the best re- — 


sults, and we want that co-operation to be 
pleasant, for without such co-operation we can- 
not either arrive at results we wish. 

It seems to me that Mr. Sanford’s report; 


recommending the appointment of a committee 


on the Food and Drug Auxiliary, is a most ex- 


cellent one, and I would suggest that this com- 
mittee meet on stated intervals with the Board 
of Health, and in that way a great many of 


the difficulties which arise can be brought up 
and settled to the satisfaction of all. The con- 
ference that we had this morning cannot help 
but be productive of good, and another con- 
ference should be held as soon as possible, with 
the end in view of having a regularly formed 
committee meet at stated intervals, to whom 
notices should be sent from the Board. I think 
it is the intention of the State Board to sub- 
mit to such committee for discussion any rul- 
ings on new points which may have been 


adopted, not on points where there could be no | 


discussion, but where there is likely to be a 
difference of opinion as regards the interpre- 
tation of the law. If this committee and the 


Board of Health agree, then notice of this 


will be sent broadcast throughout the State. 
We, of course, have to interpret the law as we 
find it, but we do try to be just as liberal as 


possible, and we know that the inspectors some- 


times make mistakes, and I would like to say 
that if any druggist or anyone else thinks that 


the inspector has not been acting fairly at their 
particular place of business, we would con- 
sider it a favor if they would communicate 
with the Board and state their grievances, and 
we can assure you that it will be attended to 
to the best of our ability. 

There is one other point: I presume you 
know that the United States Department of 
Agriculture is issuing what they call notices 
of judgment. These are not rulings, but they 
in some cases contain the results of prosecu- 
tions which have been conducted in different 
parts of the United States. These can be ob- 
tained by writing to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture,.Washington, D. C. In order to aid you, — 
every fiftieth one contains an index of cases 
which have been prosecuted by the Govern- 
ment, and if anybody desires them, we can fur- 
nish them as far as our supply is available. 
If there is any particular one you are interested 
in and would like a full notice of the judgment, 
we will send these as far as the supply is avail- 
able. These notices, it seems to me, are of im- 
portance and should be of assistance to a man 
in his business. ‘These are not rulings, but 
results of prosecutions. 

What we call the F. I. D. are sent out free, 
and they also affect the druggists, and there 
has been a little circular which contains a col- 
lection of regulations and food inspection de- 
cisions for the special guidance of druggists 
for the correct labeling of their preparations. 
This: can also be obtained by writing to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
We have only a few left, so we cannot send 


them out so liberally. It is one of the best 


little circulars that we know of, because every 
rule and regulation which bears on the label- 
ling of drugs is complied therein. 

With reference to the work that we are 
carrying on at Berkeley, I might say that up 
to date, since the establishment of the labora- 
tory, we have received upwards of some 5,000 
samples of foods and drugs, the drug samples _ 
amounting to from 1,500 to 2,000. And the 
results of our work in this direction is pub- 
lished in the biennial report of the State Board 
of Health, copies of which can be obtained on 
application to Dr. Snow, Secretary Board of 
Health, Sacramento, Cal. 

There is really nothing more to say, except 
that I am very glad to be with you, and shall 
be pleased to answer any questions. 


J. A. Sanford— 


There is one thing | wonld like to be posted 
on. There are frequently members of this 
association that have samples and have not 
facilities with which to give them examination. 
There are times we do not feel like going to 
dispensing houses. I should like to know what 
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facilities the State extends and under what con- 
ditions. 


M. E. Jaffa— 


Owing to the limited funds, there are practi- 
cally no facilities. We do stretch a point 
where we can and do help out somebody. But 


we have not the facilities to do this as a prac- — 


tice. If we had the funds, we would be more 
than glad to have some man just do nothing 
but examine what we call unofficial samples, in 


order to assist in the matter of labeling, and 


whether or not the preparation was legal or 
otherwise. We are glad to offer any advice 
that we can, and if there is any small test that 
we can do, we shall be glad to do that also. 


President—I will ask the secretary 
of the American Biscuit petaadsited to 
make a few remarks. 

Secretary of A. B. C— 


I would like to say something in con- 


junction with side lines in connection with 


the drug business. We all realize to make 
profits we must have goods that will yield 
a profit, because we cannot make any money 
otherwise. Such being the case I do not 
know of a line that is more suitable to 
the drug trade than that of the candies. 
From my personal experience, there is all 
the way from -100 to 200 per cent profit to 
be had. A great many druggists have made 
a great success of handling candy, building 
up a business by having special sales of 
candy on Saturday. Some store in Oak- 
land sold three tons in three months time. 
In talking with one of your local druggists 


he told me he sold enough candy to pay 


his office rent. Yesterday I happened to 


talk to a gentleman from Portland, Ore., 


who stated that his house had a standing 
order to be supplied with 200 pounds of 
chocolates on Saturdays. ©

Up to this time the 
express rates have been“outside Los 
Angeles so excessive that it was almost 
impossible for that line of goods 
(leather) to be distributed. I hope the 


Home Industry League will take cog- 
nizance of that one item and see that 


it is not forgotten. 


A. Schneider—I have here a letter 


from Dr. A. S. Musante, suggesting 
that this association meet with the 
State Medical Society next year. Ac- 
cording to. the letter, the medical so- 
ciety meets in April instead of May. 
I would deem it wise to arrange a joint 


meeting next year for the purpose of 
bringing together the physicians and 
pharmacists.

Sweet milk, as physi- 
cians have pointed out, is likely to be injuri- 
ous when the motor action of the stomach 
is deficient—a condition common in persons 
of highly organized nervous-mental tem- 
perament, particularly of sedentary employ- 
ment. Milk is digested chiefly in the intes- 
tine, and if it remains too long in the sto- 
mach it becomes putrid and leads to auto- 
intoxication. Buttermilk made from sweet 
milk and Lactone is much to be preferred. 
It digests readily and contains a culture of a 
friendly germ that antidotes auto-intoxi- 
cation. 


A good way to start the business is to. 


serve free buttermilk on a certain day, or 
during certain hours of a day, previously 
announcing the event in the local news- 
papers.

One 
druggist in California, for example, gave 
away five gallons by way of introduction. 
The next day he made a lot of sales, and the 
demand steadily increased until the output 
reachéd about eight gallons a day—and this 
in a comparatively small town. :

For a number of years the scientific de- 
partments of Eli Lilly & Company have

after many changes final plans were agreed

upon late last summer. Work began upon 
the new building in September and has pro- 
gressed with little interruption through the 
winter. 
building ready for occupancy by June Ist. 
In architecture, arrangement and equipment 


the structure will be one of the best of its 


kind. There will be three full stories, a 
basement and an attic. 

The first floor has a handsome street en- 
trance protected by a large glass canopy

Glycerin declined % cent and is weaker on 
dull trading and manufacturers’ competi- 


tion. Vanilla beans continue upward, show- 
ing appreciation of 25 cents for the month. 


Golden seal, 10 cents higher; stocks con- 
centrated. Opium firmer. Morphine ad- 
vanced by manufacturers 20 cents. Spike- 
nard, yerba santa, celery seed and jalap all 
show a weakening tendency. Camphor, no 
change, but firmly maintained by refiners. 
Larkspur, black haw and prickly ash each 
declined 5 cents. Quicksilver shows a sharp 
reaction. Hard mercurials reduced in sym- 
pathy 5 cents. Kava kava advanced 15 
cents; cottonroot bark, 5 cents. Cod liver 
oil—catch reported 25 per cent short of 
average of last twenty-five years. Buchu 
advanced 10 cents, then declined 5 cents. 
Hops—market strong, and higher prices 
predicted. Ergot—20 cents lower on freer 
supplies. Santonin, 55 cents higher. Men- 
thol declined 10 cents. Mexican sarsaparilla 
—light supply, 10 cents higher. In essential 
oils—Bay, 10 cents and wormseed, 50 cents 
higher. Pennyroyal and cubebs, 10 cents 
lower. Cloves, orange and peppermint, 5 
cents lower. All Sicilian oils show greater 
firmness abroad. Tonka scarce—advanced 
25 cents. Soc. aloes and asafcetida continue 
in light supply. Ipecac and American saf- 
fron weakening with freer supplies. 
leaves, very scarce. Gum Arabic, firmer at 
export centers. Johnson’s Floor Wax, 
pounds now $4.50; ™% pounds, $2.70; % 
pounds, $1.80. ‘French sulphur, locally 
scarce and higher. Linseed oil declined 3 
cents, and turpentine 28 cents during the 
month.
